corded on special cards which are 
distributed to the teachers. Among 
the traits to be considered are the 
following: personal attractiveness, 

emotional control, initiative or re¬ 
sponsibility, purposeful thinking, 
trustworthiness, leadership ability, 
service, social adaptability, and 
speech or voice. Health ratings and 
personal appearance of the girls in j 
their gymnasium class are to be con-^ 
sidered by the Health EducationJ 
teachers. From grades one through 

standing or definitely lacking in cer¬ 
tain traits are to be tested. It is 
not necessary to test all the girls 
from these grades since the majority 
of them are average in these qual¬ 
ities. The rating ranges from one, 
which signifies definitely lacking f to 
five which means outstanding. There¬ 
fore, those pupils who are average 
have a rating of three. An example 
of this system may be conveyed more 
clearly by an illustration of any 
item on the card. Under the topic 
“Personal Attractiveness” the num¬ 
ber five means that the girl is ex¬ 
ceptionally well-groomed and attrac¬ 
tive, four, that she is merely well- 
groomed, three, neat and clean, two, 
careless about personal appearance 
and one, slovenly and unkempt. In 
like manner, descriptive terms are 
given for all items on the “Person¬ 
ality Rating Sheet”. Under Personal 
Remarks at the back of the card the 
teacher may make any explanation 
which she considers important. 

By this system, it is expected that 
a more thorough understanding and 
thereby a more pleasant relationship 
between the teacher and pupil will 
be established.

Walter Damrosch recently said of “The Arts” 
by Hendrik Van Loon, “I doubt whether there is 
another book just like it in the world. The chap¬ 
ters devoted to the development of music give us 
all the milestones along the roads that lead through 
magic land.”

Van Loon glorify music, but he 
also gives the reader a love 
and understanding of the back¬ 
ground and all that is most 
enduring in the realm of paint¬ 
ing, architecture, and the minor, 
arts. “The Aits” ic lavish!!" 
illustrated on every page by th? 
author. As you may judge by 
the knowledge that it took Van 
Loon ten long years to complete 
this masterpiece, it is a book well worth knowing. 

“Katrina,” by Sally Salminen. 



The novel “Katrina” is largely autobiographical, 
a great part of the story being derived from the 
life of the author, Sally Salminen. The latter 
(before she was awarded fifty thousand marks for 
her book by a Scandinavian publishing house) was 
a domestic servant of unusual literary talent, who 
possessed a simple desire to record her experiences. 
The story deals with a woman, dwelling in a small 
village of the Aaland Islands, whose husband and 
sons are seafaring men. In spite of being con¬ 
fronted with sheer poverty and continuous opposi¬ 
tion, Katrina succeeds in making her life one which 
is rich and beautiful.
